EARLY  ORDERS :  As  many  seeds  can  be  collected  in  quantity  on  order 
only,  it  is  indispensable  to  receive  all  orders — for  larger  quantities  espe- 
cially— as  early  as  possible.  We  do  not  sell  any  old  seeds  and  do  not  keep  m 
stock  much  more,  therefore,  than  we  can  be  reasonably  sure  to  sell  during  the 
present  season.  All  orders  will  be  accepted  subject  to  crop  accidents  and  limit 
of  crops. 

SHIPPING  DIRECTIONS :  Precise  instructions  as  to  kind  of  conveyance 
(mail,  express,  freight)  and  of  route  are  desired,  or  we  shall  ship  at  our  own 
discretion.  All  goods  travel  at  risk  of  consignee.  Domestic  postage  on  seeds 
and  bulbs  is  8  cents  per  pound  (limit  weight  4  pounds).  Foreign  postage  on 
seeds  and  bulbs  is  1  cent  for  every  2  ounces  (limit  weight  12}  ounces).  Express 
companies  allow  20  per  cent,  reduction  on  our  shipments. 

FOREIGN  SHIPMENTS:  If  not  otherwise  instructed,  we  shall  ship 
through  our  forwarding  agents,  Messrs.  C.  B.  Richard  &  Co. ,  61  Broadway,  New 
York  Cit}%  who  will  effect  insurance  if  desired.
